Newport, Ark., December 14.—Ever since 
the killing of the negro preacher fraud, 
Lightfoot, by the negroes of this county, 
whom he deceived, his deluded followers in 
Woodruff county have been holding meet- 
ings nightly. The leaders advised them 
to arm and march into Jackson county and 
shoot all who participated in ‘the killing of 
Lightfoot. Friendly negroes from ood- 
ruff county reported that it was on the 
programme to set fire Jast night to the 
homes of leading white: planters who live 
on the Jackson side of the county border, 
and as the inmates ran out to shoot them.

PARDONED BY THE PRESIDENT. ° 


Federal Prisoners Receive Christmas Gifts in 
the Shape of Release. 
Washington, December 14.—The president 
today presented Christmas gifts to a num- 
ber of people in the shape of pardons. Par- 
dons were granted Manvella Martinez, of New 
Mexico, convicted of adultery; Benigno Mar- 
tinez, of Texas, convicted of smuggling, and 
Wesley Wooten, of Maryland, corvicted of 
manslaughter; John M. Cox, of Mississippi, 
convicted of violating revenue laws. His 
imprisonment was remitted on the payment 
of fine and costs. John T. Jenkins, of Geor- 
gia, who was convicted of perjury and sen- 
tenced to fifteen months imprisonment, has 
his sentence reduced to four months. 

The presideut denied pardon to J. H. 
Aymes, of Tennessee, convicted of. violating 
the postal laws. The president declined to 
take action in the case of Martin Douglas, of 
South Carolina, sentenced to three years for 
violating the internal revenue laws.

KILLING OF HENRY FREELAND REVIEWED 


The Legal Outcome of the Rock Battle 
That Was Foughta Few Weeks Ago, 
Argument Will Begin Today. 


The trial of Walter Johnson for the kill- 
ing of Heury Freeland was commenced be- 
fore Judge Richard Clark yesterday morn- 
ing. 

A large number of spectators were seated 
in the courtroom, and the hearing from be- 
ginning to end was full of interest. 

Mr. Frank Haralson and Mr. Clinton 
Gowdy appeared for the defendant, while 
the state was represented by Acting So- 
licitor B. H. Hill. 

The prisoner throughout the day appeared 
to be perfectly calm and self-possessed, and

His wife and little child, an infant of 
perhaps a dozen months were also in the 
courtroom and two other ladies who were 
likewise members of the family.

Right on the of the increased 
output of gold in South Africa, and the 
discovery of a rich mine in Ontario, fol- 
lows the story of a phenomenal placer 
mine on the San Juan river, in Arizona. 

People are rushing to the Arizona mine | 
just as they did in the days of the gold 
fever in California. When a man can 
wash out $2,800 worth of the yellow 
metal in a day and a half it is natural 
that people should get excited. It is pos- 
-sible that the reports are exaggerated, 
but if they are true the controlling posi- 
tion of gold in the monetary world may 
be seriously disturbed. The advocates of 
the gold standard base their whole argu- 
ment upon the assumption that gold is 
scarce in comparison with silver. New 
discoveries and the progress of science 
may at any time reverse these conditions. 
Suppose the new mines turn out to be 
the richest ever known, and that the new 
discoveries in the matter of cheaply sepa- 
rating the precious metal from other ores 
prove satisfactory, what will be the re- 
sult? 

Naturally, under such conditions gold 
would depreciate in value, and silver 
would rise. There would be a general 
demand for the demonetization of gold, 
or for the double standard as a compro- 
mise, and the silver men of the United 
States would suddenly be reinforeed by 
the already discontented masses of Eng- 
land and Germany, and the governments 
of those countries would be unable to 
withstand the pressure. 

Nothing of the kind may occur, but we 
have suggested a possible case. No na- 
tion will be wise if it pins its faith to 
gold alone. Silver has many times been 
at a premium over gold, and it will not 
do to assume that the latter will always 
be scarce enough to justify its present 
position. This is, of course, in the nature

Give the Railroads a Chance. 

At a time when four-fifths of the rail- 
roads of Georgia are in the hands of re- 
ceivers, it is certainly a fortunate thing 
for all concerned that any further legis- 
lation regarded as hostile to their interests 
has been adversely reported. 

The bills adversely reported by the sen- 
ate committee, with the consent of their 
author, who yielded on the ground that 
the bills were of doubtful expediency at 
the present time, in view of the strong 
statements made by Mr. Comer, undoubt- 
edly alarmed the railroads and their 
friends. , 

It is time to call a halt. For some 
years numerous bills have been introduc- - 
ed at every session of the legislature 
which menaced or were construed as a 
menace to railroad interests. Capitalists 
here and elsewhere have become uneasy, 
and have turned deaf ears to any proposi- 
tion to invest in our railroad enterprises. 
There is no necessity for this constant 
tinkering with our transportation lines. 
We can well afford to let them rest, and 
give them a fair field and a fighting 
chance.

ETCHED AND SKETCHED. 


If there is one thing, just at this time, that 
is needed in Atlanta more than anything 
else it is a courtroom for Judge Richard 
Clark. For the last eighf years Judge Clark 
has held his sessions of the criminal court 
in the basement of the present county build- 
ing.

The Night Session. 


The senate held its first night session 
last night. When the forenoon session was 
adjourned it was until 7:30 o’clock. The 
night session was held for the purpose of 
taking up the appropriation bill reported 
by the finance committee. Senator Corput, 
chairman, explained it as it was read where 
explanations were desired. No changes of 
importance from the house bill were made 
in the first four sections. 

Senator Robinson proposed that the sala- 

ries of the secretary of the senate and the 
clerk of the house be made $7 a day and 
their clerks be paid $4 a day. For years 
the secretary of the senate has been get- 
ting $00 a day and the clerk of the house 
$10 a day and each paid his clerical force. 
Lhe proposition failed. 

Au effort was imade to cut Dahlonega 
college out. 

Senator Fitzgerald proposed an amend- 
ment striking out the $3,000 appropriated 
for Dahlonega branch college. ‘“‘We have 
three or four branch colleges over the state. 
Why strike out all but one? If some are 
to be cut out, cut them all out.’’ 

senator McAfee came to the defense of 
Dahlonega explaining that if the college 
failed to be used as such the ground would 
revert to the United States government 
which donated the land, ten acres. With 
the land would go the buildings erected 
by the state and representing av investment 
of $75,000. Originally the government 
had 2 branch mint there. The buildings 
were burned and the state of Georgia re- 
placed them. The United States govern- 
inent maintains a military instructor there 
and furnishes arms aud equipments. If 
the state neglects to make an appropriation 
for Dahlonega the college must be aban- 
doned, the property will revert to the fed- 
eral government and there will be a clear 
loss to the state of $25,000. 

Senator Blalock was against the appro- 
priation, while Senators Hackett and 
FAlatcher stood up for the college. 

Senator Hackett i his speech stated 
that Dahlonega is the only public institu- 
tion north Georgia has. 

Senator Hatcher inquired if that section 
has not the Dade coal mines.

Mr. Hodges, of Bibb, next took the floor 
and made a strong argument in favor of 
the measure.

sides. 

Then Judge Hal! got the floor and an- 
swered Mr. Hodges with a strong speech. 
He said it would be an unequal law for 
the people of the state to pass such a 
measure. He said it was not equal to 
all classes, for it only restricted railroad 
companies. To have such a law passed it 
ought to be made to conform to the consti- 


tution and cover all the classes, farmers,. 


lawyers, corporations and individuals gener- 
ally, making them pay their employes at a 
certain time. 

Mr. Allen, of Upson, made a good speech 
on the issue, taking up most of his time, 
however, defending the house, the senate 
and the railroad committees from the at- 
tacks some of the members had made in 
declaring that they seem to be down on 
railroads generally. 

He, gave five minutes of the time allowed 
him chairman of the railroad committee 
to .

‘home, heard af the senate’s action, he 


wrote the following letter: 
The Letter in Full. 


The letter is as follows: 

Editor Constitution—While neither myself 
nor any member of the board of trustees had 
any personal interest in the acceptance of 
the Soldiers’ home by the state and its main- 
tenance, yet, 1 deeply regret the action of 
the general assembly in rejecting it. 

I can hardly realize that the great state 
of Georgia has refused to furnish a home for 
the soldiers who rallied in her defense and 
who are now old, poor, disabled and home- 
leas—especially when the buildings and 
rounds were offered as a gift to the state. 
This action says to them, in unmistakable 
terms, go to the poorhouses with the other 
paupers of the state—a humiliation which 
was hardly anticipated by them when at 
Chickamauga, Gettysburg, Vickburg and oth- 
er great battles of the war, and amid the 
privations, hardships and sufferings they en- 
dured. 

They Need Help. 


I have always believed, and still belfeve, 
that this particular class of soldiers needed 
the help of the state more than any other, 
and that the providing @f a home for them 
would have done more good, proportionally, 
than anything the state has yet done and that 
it was a debt the state owed them. I also be- 
lieve that this was the sentiment of a major- 
| of the people of Georgia, and, not onl 
of Geo but of the entire country. It 
was, also, a pleasing thought to me that it 
would be a monument to the bravery, patri- 
otism and self-sacrifice of Georgia’s sons and 
an object lesson for her young men.

The Full: Text of His Argument in the 


Gober Case, 
HE TELLS WHY HE GIVES IT 


The Argument Is a Strong Review of the 
Facts in the Case, and Is Decided- 
ly Spicy in Parts. 


(Communicated.) 

Editor Constitution—I submitted an argu- 
ment before the joint committee of the house 
and senate in reply to the charges against 
Judge George ‘Gober, of the Blue Ridge cir- 
eult in which I took occasion to criticise the 
testimony of C. D. Maddox, one of the me- 
morialists and the principal witness upon 
that side of the case. I discussed his char- 
acter in the light in which he was presented 
by the evidence in the case. I made my de- 
ductions from the evidence. I made no state- 
ment of fact outside of the record. That I 
have convicted him of perjury before the com- 
mittee, the general assembly and the public 
there can be no question. In reply to this 
Mr. Maddox has seen proper to go outside of 
the record and attack my private character. 
I do not feel that I need any defense to pro- 
tect my good name from the assaults of a 
creature like this, and the only reply I have 
to make to it is to submit my argument which 
provoked this attack to the candid considera- 
tion of the public and ask its judgment. Mr. 
Maddox will never acquire fame as a lawyer. 
He is not responsible for this. Nature never 
intended that he should. But he has a- 
quired a notoriety as a witness that will fol- 
low him wherever he goes, and stick to him 
as long as he lives, and to his children after 
him, for he has the undisputed title to the 
honor of being the most thoroughly impeached 
witness who ever testified before any tribuyal, 
legislative or judicial.

ARGUMENT OF GEORGE R BROWN. 

Mr. Chairman and Gentiemen of the Con- 
mittee—I was not aware that 1 would be ex- 
pected to submit an argument in reply to tue 
charges contained in the memorial of Messrs. 
Glenu & Muddox against Hon. George F: 
Gober, judge of the pilue Ridge circuit, until 
the time allowed by the committee bad uai- 
most expired. 1t will be impossible in the 
brief time 1 have at my command to prepare 
an exhaustive arguiment upon the law aud the 
facts and submit. uuthborities, and 1 shall be 
obliged to leave the discussion of the legal 
questions involved largely to associate coun- 
sel, who have been charged with that respon- 
sibility, and I shall content myself by subumit- 
ting such views as I have upon the facts of 
the case. 

In presenting Judge Gober’s defense to the 
charges made against him, I shall take the 
liberty of discussing the conduct of the ac- 
cusers a8 well as the accused. I shall discuss 
the relative merits of the memorialists and 
of the judge, us shown by the record, and 
shall present to you, and through you to the 
general assembly aud the public, some of the 
reasons why these charges Were made. I 
ehall perhaps use strong language, but the 
only apology I have to make tor it, or that I 
shall ever make, is my honest belief that the 
facts and circumstances of this case not only 
authorize, but demand it. ‘hey have been 
merciless in their attacks upon Judge Gober, 
who has been my life-long friend, and I do 
not feel that they are entitled to any very 
distinguished consideration at my hands. 

When the public record or private character 
of a judicial officer is assaulted, it is a mat- 
ter of the highest concern and importance 
to him and to the people of the state to 
know the character and standing of the men 
who make the charges—to know the circum- 
stances under which they were made and the 
motive which prompted them, In the discus- 
sion of these questions, I shall make my de- 
ductions from the facts contained in the 
record—it is not necessary to go beyond that 
—but if the committee know their characters 
and the estimation: in which they are held 
by the people who know them best, I ask that 
you consider it. 

I do not believe that a parallel case can be 
found in the political history of any state in 
the union—certainly nothing like it ever oc- 
curred before in Georgia—and in order to 
find a case that even approaches this one in 
cunning, cowardly, meanness, we are obliged 
to resort to the history of criminals. The 
conduct and methods of these men was not 
unlike that of the cowardly assassin 
who took the life of one of the 
presidents of the United States, I mean 
Charles Guitteau, who fired upon President 
Garfield without a moment’s warning, and 
sent the deadly missile into his vitals. These 
men have made an attack from ambush, not 
upon Judge Gober’s life, but upop that which 
is dearer to an honorable man than life itself, 
the good name that he had earned and thaw 
he hoped to transmit to his children, and his 
right to the esteem and confidence of the peo- 
ple among whom he lives; they have used 
different weapons, but weapons equally as 
flangerous and deadly. They have attempted 
to rob him of his good character by charges 
which they alone have made, and which ar= 


} pon ye by nothing except their own dis- 
credi 


ted testimony. Guitteau was an assassin, 
and they have as fairly won the title of politi- 
cal bushwhackers. Guitteau was executed, 
and I do not believe that any power on earth 
can save these men before the bar of public 
sentiment which, thank God. is in the end 
always just, from utter social, political and 
professional annihilation. 

Guitteau’s counsel insisted that he was of 
unsound mind, and no other defense can ever 
shelter these men from the well-merited con- 
tempt of the public. I will not compare thein 
to John Wilkes Booth, because I believe that 
Kooth was a better man than éither of them, 
for, althouzh he committed a terrible crime 
and one that shocked the moral sense of the 
nation, he was at least honest and was 
prompted by misconceived patriotism and the 
most intense but misguided love for his peo- 
ple. I insist that it has been demon- 
strated by the testimony of gentlemen whose 
integrity cannot be questioned, and is shown 
in e light of all the surrounding circum- 
stances, that at the time this complaint was 
made to the general assembly these memorial- 
ists knew that each and every charge they 
made which reflected directly or indirectly 
upon the honesty. integrity or fairness of 
Judge Gober was absolutely and wilfully false. 
I charge further that at the time this memor- 
jal was presented these. gentlemen believed 
that the evidence which would conclusively 
demonstrate Judge Gober’s innocence was for- 
ever lost, and that they thought the case 
would go to*the world upon the evidence of 
Glenn and Maddox asserting the truth of the 
charges unon the one side and of Judge Gober 
denying them upon the other, but it so hap- 
pened. and whether an all-wise and just 
providence had so ordered it, I am unable to 
say, that a perfect cloud of witnesses, men of 
high character and standing at home and con- 
sideration abroad. coming from unexpected 
quarters, from ‘almost every county in the 
circuit, have offered their evidence to disprove 
the charges and to sustain Judge Gober’s ac- 
count of this transaction. Now. what are 
the facts upon which I base the conclysion 
ust reached? The case of the State ys. Pend- 
ey et al.. charged with arson in Pickens. su- 
perior court, about which this controversy 
arose, was tried at the April term, 1890. of 
that court. A motion for a new trial was 
made and overruled at the September term 
following. Judge Gober was requested at the 
September term, 1892, two vears afterwards, 
by the wife and friends of Seaborn ‘Lands- 
down, one of the parties who committed this 
arson, and in whose ease there was a consent 
verdict without the introduction of evidence. 
to sign a recommendation for his pardon. In 
order to ascertain his connection with the 
ease it was necessary to see the evidence in 
the Pendley case: Judge Gober applied to the 
clerk for it, it could not be found. and a letter 
was ae from Glenn and Maddox asking 
for this record and acknowledging its receipt. 
A rule wes served wpon each of them calling 
upon them to show cause why they should not 
produce fit or be punished for contemnt. All 
of she record was found except the motion for 
new trial, but none of it came from the 
possession of Glenn & Maddox. This motion 
has mysteriously disappeared from tlie clerk’s 
of—€ce and has never been aceounted for. 
Glenn & Maddox each attended the hearing 
of the rule: they ascertain that the motion 
shad been lost and could not be found, and upon 
their return to Atlanta ther immediately rush 
into the public prints for the first time with 
these charges with

me over the history of the trial, 
present to you the most remarkable picture 
that ever confronted a of the superior 
court in Georgia. Allow me to preface my 
remarks by stating that the trial of the mem- 
bers of this secret organization of criminals 
was one of the most important and intensely 
exciting criminal proceedings ever conducted 
in the courts of this state. A large number 
of men were indicted; they were well con- 
nected, and had strong friends and numerous 
relatives-—politics be gon largely in these trials. 
It was an organized fight against the enforce- 
ment of the internal revenue laws. num- 
ber of houses had been burned of men sup- 
posed to be revenue informers: an occupied 
dwelling house had been burned in the town 
of Jasper within three hundred yards of the 
courthouse, aud the occupants barely escaped 
with their lives. The law-Abiding people 
were furious and demanded that these men be 
punished; the criminals and their friends were 
equally stubborn and threatening in their de- 
portment—public excitement never ran higher. 
This is the condition of affairs that Judge 
Gober found when court convened; he was 
obliged to enforce the law or the good people 
of Pickens county would have to bow their 
necks to a tyranny as oppressive as it was 
cowardly and cruel. The situation demanded 
a judge of iron nerve, of pebenming integrity, 
who could not be swerved by local influences 
or terrified by the clamor’of the populace. It 
was under these conditions that Messrs. Glenn 
& Maddox appeared before that court as coun- 
sel for the accused. Mr. Glenn was in a 
wretched condition mentally and physically. 
I dislike to hold any 
of Georgia in the attitude that he then occu- 
pied. but he himself has taken the mantle 
from off the scars and opened the moral ulcers 
upon his character. fe unblushingly ad- 
mitted before the committee and it was shown 
by all the witnesses, that he was not only 
under the influence of liquor, but of opium-—- 
that deadly drug that tends to take away all 
moral responsibility, which makes everything 
unreal and makes integrity, honor, honesty 
and virtue’ the merest shams and jllusions. 
It is insisted that the record contains the high- 
est evidence of what transpired during that 
trial. I deny it. In the examination of the 
witnesses there were a number of things that 
were not recorded, and that could not De re- 
corded. The committee bad an illustration 
of that on the last evening that we took testi- 
mony, when Mr. Glenn stood before the com- 
mittee and glared at Judge Gober with the 
ferocity of a wild beast. His face furnished 
a a peetase that would have made a hyena green 
with envy; hate, malice and revenge, and all 
the meaner and baser passions of the buman 
heart were depicted in every feature of his 
face. He had the look of an assassin. Daniel 
Webster would have wanted nothing better 
when he pictured the assassin in the cele- 
brated murder trial than to have presented to 
the jury a photograph of Mr. Glenn as he 
looked that night. Imagine this same man 
before Judge Gober’s court. Excited with 
stimulants, smarting under some imagined in- 
sult, goaded by the thought of some fancied 
injury, boiling over with passion, and you can 
have some idea of the indignities that were 
offered to Judge Gober and to the superior 
eourt of that county. His self-esteem, which 
is at all times abnormally developed, aided b 
the delusive influenées that I have mentioned, 
assumed monstrous proportions, and his con- 
duct was that of a man who felt that he was 
the only really great man this country had 
ever produced; and that he was the wonder 
and the admiration of the natives; he has 
never learned the distinction between fame 
and notoriety. As an “illustration of Mr. 
Glenn’s inordinate vanity and_ self-con- 
ceit,. I know the committee have not 
forgotten the testimony of Mr. Hutcherson, 
who stated that Mr. Glenn said to him: e 
trouble with Judge Gober was, he 
that I am a better lawyer than he is.’’ 
evidence appeated to please Mr. Glenn very 
much. He seemed to be delighted that the 
public should know the estimate that he 
places upon bis own attainments, and when 
the witness was turned over to him for cross- 
examination, he said to him with a triumphant 
smile upen bis face: “And you knew that, 
too, didn't you, Mr. Hutcherson?’ But the 
witness, remembering that he was on oath, 
and that be would at least be expected to 
keep somewhere within the range of prob- 
ability, promptly replied: ‘‘No, sir, I do not.’’ 
But nothing that transpired during the progress 
of this investigation will give you any ade- 
quate conception of Mr. Glenr’s conduct on 
the trial of this case. His vanity was ab- 
solutely painful. He seemed impressed with 
the idea that he would never have such an oppor 
tunity again to distinguish himself, and when 
the court undertook to restrain him, and to 
try his clients according to the law and the 
evidence, his rage was something terrible to 
contemplate, and created a scene which none 
of us who were present will ever forget. 
Judge Gober submitted to it all for fear of 
prejudicing the rights of these men who were 
on trial for their lives with a marked degree 
of patience and forbearance-as has been 
conclusively shown. If he had ordered Mr. 
Glenn to jail he would have received a very 
small part of the punishment that he deserved. 
But the thing that startled me most is the 
fact that Mr. Gienn appeared before the 
legislature erage his miserable condition, 
admitting to Mr. Clay that what had tran- 
spired there was like a dream, and in order 
to attack Judge Gober he, for the first time, 
undertakes to contradict a cloud of witnesses, 
a number of whom were disinterested at- 
torneys, as to what transpired there. I will 
not dwell longer upon the trial; I do not 
believe that any member of the committee 
will doubt for a moment that Judge Gober 
treated the memorialists with courtesy and 
fairness, and that they treated him with 
discourtesy and contempt. The defendants 
were convicted and no man ever doubted their 
guilt. A motion for a new trial was made. 
They complained that no snpersedeas was 
granted, and that the defendants were hurried 
off to the penitentiary. The defendants were 
sent to Marietta jail, for safe-keeping, where 
a number of others in the same case had 
gone before them and who had made no mo- 
tions. The principal keeper of the peniten- 
tiary sent for the other men, who had been 
there several days the dav after the clients 
of Messrs. Glenn and Maddox arrived. They 


found these men there and they all went to. 


the penitentiary together. A supersedeas was 
not granted for the reason that no brief of 
the evidence was earner with the motion, 
and the judge had the right to exercise his 
discretion in the matter. As associate counsel 
have discussed this point thoroughly and sub- 
mitted authorities I will not discuss it further. 

The motion for new trial was presented for 
a hearing on June Sth; they still had no 
satisfactory brief of the evidence. The case 
was continued until July 29th. Messrs. 
Glenn and Maddox charge in_ their 
memorial that Judge Gober autered. and 
changed a record by bodily removing four 
puges of this motion and inserting in their 
stead four pages of type-written matter con- 
taining grounds upon which they did not in- 
sist and leaving cut grounds upon which they 
did insist—to get the contention of both sides 
squarely before the committee and the general 
assemmbly—Judge Gober admits that in correct- 
ing the grounds, before he could certify to 
the truth of the facts stated therein i was 
necessary to have the stenographer copy two 
leaves of the motion in order to get in his 
amendments taken from the record and his 
corrections. 

A motion for new trial is mere pleading and 
is not a record until it has been certitied and 
approved. It was not only the judge’s right, 
but his duty to make the motion speak the 
truth of the case before he certified it and to 
make whatever changes are necessary to do 
this. Glenn and Maddox insist and charge in 
their memorial that these changes were made 
and these two leaves taken out and the type- 
written :pages inserted after it had beén certi- 
fied and approved, because they charge that 
he thus altered and changed a record. In 
support of their charge Mr. Maddox testified 
that the motion was approved at Jasper on 
June 5, 1890. They next introduced Colonel 
W. T. Day, their associate counsel in the case, 
and he testified that the motion was not ap- 
proved on June 5th, but was approved after- 
wards, and the approval written in a blank 
order which had- n written on June 5th. 
As to when the motion was approved I know 
there can be absolutely no doubt upon the 
mind of any man who heard the evidence that 
it was not approved on June Sth, but was ap- 
proved in open court at the September term, 
1890, of Pickens superior court, is as certain 
as human evidence can make it. Mr. Maddox 
stands solitary and alone, uncorroborated and 
unsustained by a single solitary witness upon 
the proposition that it was approved on June 
Sth. He is contradicted by an order drawn by 
Mr. Glenn on July 29th, in which more time 
is granted to complete the motion and have 
the grounds approved. He is contradicted by 
Mr. John W. Henley, a reputable attorney of 
Pickens county, who testified that he heard 
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a ly c

Has the judiciary of Georgia been reduced 
to the level of such a man? Has the time 
come in Georgia when a judge bearing the 
commission of the people of a great state, 
pt ene the duties of his high office with 
ability and fidelity. and to the entire satis- 
faction of his constituents needs any defense 
to protect his good name from the assaults 
of a creature like this? Has the time come 
when the established character of an upright 
official does not itself offer sufficient protec- 
tion, or is he to be continually hounded down 
and dragged before investigating committees, 
and his character assaulted through the pub- 
lic press upon the unsurport testimony of 
such a witness? In the langauge of a great 
English lawyer, “I would not pluck a feather 
from a rrow’s wing upon such evidence,” 
much less condemn a judge. I ask you, gen- 
tlemen, what crime has C. D. Maddox com- 
mitted, of what crime under the laws of 
Georgia, could he be convicted upon this eri- 
dence? I will not pursue the painful subject 
further with the hope that he may never again 
atten pt to besmirch a man who is in every 
way his superior, and that he may learn a 
lesson by this experience that will teach him 
to keep his infamous hands off the characters 
of upright, honest men. 

But, what shall I say of W. C. Glenn? He 
has proven the traitor to every map connect- 
ed with the case. If Maddox's conduct was 
infamous. Glenn has added to his character 
the additiona] trait-of cowardice. These men 
entered this conspiracy together; they were 
both acquainted with all the facts of the case; 
they made the charges together in the news- 
papers; they memoralized the legislature to- 
gether. They must have discussed the facts 
of the case and agreed that they would swear 
that the motion was approved on June 5th, 
and that whatever changes were made were 
made afterwards. Glenn testified that he had 
the motion in his possession immediately after 
June Sth, and until the hearing on August 
lith. He was obliged to have known whether 
it was then approved, and his conduct shows 
the shrewd, unscrupulous cunning of the man. 
He formed a partnership with Maddox just 
before this usmorial was presented. He is 
thoroughly acquainted with Maddox’s mental 
calibre. e knews the depth and breadth and 
strength of his intellect. He knew that his 
friend is under no very great obligation to 
nature for any special gifts with which she 
has endowed him, but, on the contrary. that 
nature has been very ring in her gifts to 
him. So they make this arrangement, and 
Glenn states to the committee that he is to 
be the layer and Maddox the witness, and, 
I may be allowed to say, that this is a very 
strong combination. so far as mak- 
ing out the c..se on the facts is copvcerned. 
Glenn. makes Maddox testify absolute. that 
the motion was approved on June 5th, and 
when the rebutting testimony is offered, 
is so certain. so conclusive aod 60 crushing 
in its weight that Mr. Glenn refuses to stand 
up under it, and when put upon the stand 
by the committee he refuses to swear when 
it was approved, and left poor Friday to the 
contempt of the public. Lfke the eagie in the 
fable, Glenn has carried this poor tortoise up 
among the clouds of notoriety and in the 
presence of the people of the state has 
dropped him and dashed his life out upon 
the rocks below. Maddox may never be able 
to fathom the depth and breadth of the dis-

Mr. Maddox 
complains that he could not get the motion 
after it was overruled, that he stayed at the 
court several days waiting for it and that he 
repeatedly asked the clerx for the papers and 
was refused.

In the Pending Strike of the Railway Tele~ 
| _graphers in Georgia. 

A bill introduced by the Hon. John T. | 
Boifeuillet, of Bibb, and passed by the’ 
last legislature, promises to figure proml- 
nently in the present strike of the railway 
telegraphers. ) 

Mr. Boifeuillet introduced the bill at the 
request of the locomotive engineers of the. 
state in order to make travel on railroads 
safer. The act has served as a great pro- 
tection to life and property, and its bene- 
ficial workings have been enthusiastically 
and unanimously endorsed and approved 
not only by all railroad employes and tele 
graphers, but by the entire railway traveling 
public. 

The Law to Be Enforced. 


The report is that the telegraphers intend 
to strictly apply Mr. Boifeuillet’s law 
to the railroads, and prevent the railroads 
from violating the provisions of the law. 
For general information the law is here 
published: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the geéneral 
assembly of the state of Georgia, That from 
and after the Ist day of February, 1891, i? 
shall be unlawful for any railroad company 
to employ-in this state any telegraph operator 
to receive and transmit dispatches governing 
the movement of trains who is less’ than 
eighteen years of age and who has not had 
at least one year’s experience as a telegraph 
operator and who has not stood a thorough 
examination before the railroad superintend- 
ent or trainmaster and received a certificate 
of his competency from such officers. A 
written record of said certificate shall be kept 
in the office of the officer issuing it and be 
subject to inspection at any time; provided, 
however, that this law shall not.apply to any 
operator above sixteen years of age employed 
in any telegraph office in this state at the 
time this act goes into effect. 

Sec, 2. Be it further enacted, That any rail- 
road company violating the requirements of 
section 1 of this act shall forfeit for each and 
every offense a sum not less than $50 and not 
more than All forfeitures collected 
under the provisions of this act shall be paid 
into the state treasury to the credit of the 
public school fund. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That suits for 
the collection of forfeitures under the pro- 
visions of this act shall be brought in the: 
county where such violation shall occur, and
